CCIVEIIETIIE:

Page ES-l, paragraflr 4 discusses tlE "...RCRA-permittcd hazardous
rmste storage €rne€r." Since this area r,uas rpt permitted, please
charrye to state that ttle area lns an "interim status hazardous ruastc
storage .rrea." Arso in the sare paragraph, it states "l'tissouri
Departnent of trliaturar Resources (MINR) assigrpd Georgia-pacific,s
Mi.ssouri generator rD rufter to silvarus, perrlirq approrrcd crosure of
the permitt€d area." Please detete this sentme becanrse the area
r.ilas ne\rer a "permittcd .rrea." In arkrif,isn, the MDI{R assigred
Georgia-Pacific a generator rnnrber, hrt it is not "pendirlg" on the
closure of the rrrdt.

2. It stpuld be nerrtioned that pper pnoduct-s rerre printsd arrt silk
screened in the execrrtirre stltrrEr]r as vreIl as the nein body of the
relnrt. Sections of the report where this should be rentioned
inclrde page E-1, paragragrh 3; page 2, section 2.3, paragragr 1; ard
pa(F 3, section 2.4, paragraph L.

3. A series of figrrres stnwirq the history of hrildirq configurations
ard hritdi-ng entralrce ard exit points hpuld be beneficial in
identifyirry past r,uaste rrnrlag€flEnt. Erreas. If possible, please include
in the firnl report.
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Page ES-L, paragrapr 5 states that four groundrmter r,eIIs are located
"...within one-quarter mile souttr of the site ard do*ngradient.,' It
is not clear v*tether the vprd doinngradierrt refers to the fact that
the rrplls are located dor,vnstream in relation to the Mississippi
Rir.rer, or v*lrether it refe:s to dorvngradient in the sense t}at ttrcy
are located frydrogeologically dourgradient. If they are located
@rogeologically do,mgradient frcrn the Silvar,us site, what
inforrmtion is this based on? Please clarify.

5. Page 2, section 2.2, paragralfi l discusses the dfuensions of the
Silvanus site. The report. states that the site neasures " ...264
feet, east to rrest, at tIre rprth end..." According to figure 3 in
the appendix of the report, the east to r,est dinpnsion is
alrproxinntely 264 feet at the widest point, not the northenmpst
limit of the site. Please clarify t}te discreparrcy.

Page 6, section 3.1, paragrapr 2 discrrsses the MDNR's congrrterized
database. Please nention that tlris database is adninistered by
MDl.lR's Division of Cmlogy arrC Larxt Sunzey (m.S). In addition, it
rrculd be beneficial to note tlnt tlre irdicated r,vater r,ells r,ene
ccrpletsd in alluvial naterials.

Page 7, section 3.3, description of the f\arst Plain contains a
tlpographic error in the third sentence.

Page 7, section 3.1, paragralfi 3 discrrsses waste\,f,at€r issues.
According to our records, the city lagoons rere destroyed by a flood
in 1986 ard are rrc lorqer in existence. The oxidation ditctt is
located closer to t-or^m. P1ease clarify.

9. Page L0, section 4.1, Urban Klein's nane is spelled vil:ong.

Sunmry of Recornendations for Area of Concern (Am) A strotrld be
cfnnged. Since this is an area of accidental discharge (i.e., is not
eln area of deliberate ard systernatic release), ard sirrce the apparent
constituent of concern is not listed in 40 CFR Part 251 Appendix VIII
as a haza:rdous constituent (i.e, tqnCraulic oil), sanplirry of the area
strould not be recqrnended as part of the RFA. It should be
recqrrerrled, hohrever, that Silvarurs correct the sihntion by
eliminating the discharge. Silvarrus should then provide
docurentation to the MDNR/EPA yftictl stprrls that tftey have eliminated
the discharge. If they fail to correct tJte situation witJrin a
reasonable tinefrane, tJte I4I,IR/EPA rmy initiate elevatcd enforcerent
action.

11. It alpears that another solid r*aste rrEnagefiEnt, unit (S1fitlu) exists at
the site that vms not discu-ssed in the report. The dwpster at the
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rear of the hrildirq rpar the foadirlg dock my rrced to be classified
as a SIillJ. The MII,IR vpuLd like to disctss this possiJrility rrittr
PA.

The MEI{R hrould alpreciate your cqflrEnts ard/or cqlsurrence qr the
folloring cdrrlEnt-s within 21 dalts of neceipt of this letten. If csmenLs
are rpt received bl1r the MII,IR wittrin that tirre, re wiII asstlrE PA's
consul'rence, ard txansndt our firnl cqrrrE[rts to l,letcalf ard Eddlr for their
irrcorporation into the ffual RFA reporf.
